The universal disapprolialion fidt in rcfor- 
eiice to tht! lititMnptcd exaction, i.s proof 
po.'itive of ihis, 

The Governor lia.s put himself into a mo.U 
vulnerable and awkward position. He has 
declared that tho tax was asked for, — was 
desired most of all thiiigs by British Colum- 
bia. Yet from all hands^ objection and re- 
monstrance are pressed. Not a single bona- 
fide advocate of the tax has appeared. Soma 
anonymons .scribbler, linown probably to 
His Excel li'ncy, and duly apprccia'CLl by 
him. has thrown himself into the Thernio- 
pyhc. but his tiefensive .sophistry is so ex- 
trav.i;,'anlly uvurdiinc, that no f)ne thinks it 
worth while lo deiyn a review, or attempt 
a ie|)ly. Meantime the injury to the up- 
country trade, ju.st as the spring is opening, 
is palpable and immense. 

It is maniiest ttie proclamation must be 
reversed. But how to find a pretext for it 
without any confession of error, or humilia- 
ting retraction, is the difiiculty. Kings are 
by'^way of special respect, deemed infalli- 
ble, and Governors must have a degree of 
the same complimentary court paid them. 
So it is gracious!)' hinted that if asked by 
proper parties, in a proper manner, it is not 
impossible but somelhin;i^ may be done. 
And, what is done because of irresistible
